Pope Pius Requested Exhumatien After 
336 Years in Connection With Plans 
to Beatify Catholic Peer

In the presence of the Duke of Norfolk, a leading British Catholic 
peer, the Right Rev. P. E, Amigo, Bishop of Southwark and several 


secular priests, the body was identified from a copper plate on the coffin 
and parchments inside as that of “Philip Howard, first Earl of Arundel.” 
It was explained that “recognition” plays an important part in the 
program leading to beatification. Proof of identity as well as the life 
history of the deceased must be placed before the Pope before he makes 
a decision 

Philip Howard's wife embraced Catholicism in 1682, leading the 
agents o: Queen Elizabeth to suspect him in the Throgmorton riot. He 
himself joined the church a year later and attempted to flee from the 
country. He was confined in the Tower of London, tried in a star 
chamber session on charges of treason, fined and condemned to execution 
but he died before the sentence was carried out 

Record in possession of the presént Duke are being forwarded to the 
Pope to substantiate the claim for beatification of his ancestor. 

One of the main facts which it was sought to célablish by the 
exhumation was whether the Hari really died a natural death. This was

Dr. Lloyd contracted yellow fever 
from monkeys with which he was 
working in his New York laboraiory, 

His condition is not regarded as 
critical, but doctors point out that the 
tropical disease is always dangerous. 

In 109286 while studying the heart 
at the University of Western Ontario 
Medical school, Dr. Lloyd created 
quite a sensation when he announced 
that by using calcium chloride as a 
stimulant he had caused hearts taken 
from dead rabbits to resume beating.

| whole of Canada?” asked Mr, Rinfre\ 
|"They say ‘Give us timé—we have 
only been in power for eight months.’ 
How much more time do they wai?” 

Mr. Riufret added that, when 
through the passage of the years, con- 
ditions righted themselves in Canada 
the government would doubtless claim 
the credit for the improvement. 

Next speaker came from the ranks 
of government supporters, F. W. 
Turnbull, who defeated Hon, Charles 
Dunning in Regina at the last elec- 
tion, took up the cudgels on behalf 
of Premier Bennett. He referred to 
the Imperial Conference, For the 
first time in the history of such gath- 
erings, he said, representatives of the 
grain-marketing interests had been 
included among the Canadians who 
attended at London.

THB LEVEL CROSSING 

The Calgary board of trade proposes 
that legislation be enacted which would re- 
quire the driver of every vehicle to come 
to a full stop before crossing any railway 
track on a grade crossing. That of course 
is the safety first rule, and if it were ob- 
served the accident record in this pro- 
vince would be a less horrifying recital. 

But would the passing of a law secure 
the observance of the rule in any general 
way’ It would be pleasant to think that 
Alberta motorists have that rigid regard 
for traffic laws.

HE WAR DEBTS 


Mr. E. W. Beatty, president of the C. 
P. R., adds his judgment to that of other 
qualified observers that the dead weight 
of the wa had a good deal to 
do with crushing the life out of trade, de- 
pressing prices, and bringing on the brood 
of evils which follow the slowing down of 
industry and the lessening of employment. 

There is a steadily and rapidly growing 
volume of authoritative opinion to the 
same effect. As the United States is the 
country which will have to lead the way 
if there is ever to be a cancelling of these 
debts, it is particularly important that a 
good many outstanding financiers and in- 
dustrial leaders in that country have of 
late expressed the view that it would be 
better to wipe off the debts and let busi- 
ness get back to normal, rather than in- 
sist upon payment at the price of continu- 
ing the present stagnation indefinitely. 

But the prospect of debt cancellation 
is only dimly discernible, if it is that, and 
will likely remain so at least until Europe 
definitely adopts a policy of reducing 
armament and armament expenditure. The 
Spectacle of the countries on that contin- 
ent spending hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars every year on armament, and at the 
same time hinting that he might forgive 
them what they borrowed to fight the last 
war is not one to make a favorable im- 
pression on the shrewd Uncle Sam.

The Mackenzie 
King Government was turned out and the 
Bennett Government installed, pledged ‘‘to 
the hilt” to blast a way into foreign mar- 
kets, put an end to unemployment, and re- 
store prosperity in quick time. This hap- 
pened about eight months ag, and _ it 
would seem to be time that Moses had 
made up his mind where to head for. 

That apparently is not the case. The 
speech which the Premier made on Tues- 
day in person is not much more enlighten- 
ing than that which he put into the hands 
of the representative of the King last 
Thursday. If Mr. Bennett has any plan 
for relieving the depression, other than 
the promise that it will fade at some re- 
mote date as the result of policies still to 
be set in motion, he has kept it to himself. 

Whether or not Mackenzie King 
brought on the depression, Mr. Bennett 
has not yet told us how he is going to get 
rid of it; and that is what he undertook to 
do, and wha* he was put in power to do.

STUDY PHYSIOLOGY 

During some recent lectures I had an x-ray 
fluoroscopic machine on the lecture platform and 
invited the audience to come up in small groups to 
see the actual working of such interna! organs as 
are visible under the x-ray, A great interest was 
shown in this exhibit. Everyone was interested to see 
exactly where the heart is located and how it beats. 
They could also see the action of the diaphragm and 
the position of the stomach and intestines, In all 
the curriculum of medical subjects I do not know of 
any which are more fascinating and profitable than 
physiology, which is the science which deals with 
the functions of the living organism and its parts. 

I believe that the doctor who knows physiology 
thoroughly will make fewer mistakes than an doctor 
who specializes in any other medigal subject, For 
once he knows how the living, healthy body functions, 
he has a valuable clue when any part goes wrong. 
Elementary books on physiology make interesting 
reading for anyone. Once you begin the study of the 
subject you will find it fascinating. I would advise 
all of my readers to study books on physiology, Do 
not pick the complicated text books at first, but start 
with elementary high school physiologies, You will 
get a great deal of good out of what you leant from 
these books, and you will also understand more clearly 
the facts which I tell you in these articles. You wil] 
actually be able to make this study profitable by 
learning to live so that the body can function 
normally, for you will avoid doing many of the things 


which bring about enervation and ill health 

A good book of physiology teaches exactly the facts 
which every one should know about his body, and 
it confains just enough anatomical description to let 
know where the organs sre located, Some of 
things which everyone should know are: 
The chemical composition of the body. 
How the blood and lymph circulate, 
action of the heart 

The functioning of the lungs, bronchii and voice

ignorant of the elementary facts about living. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Liniment 

Question: J. K. W. writes: “I am badly troubled 
with rheumatism, so much so that my right arm is 
slightly crooked, Would rubbing the joints with coal 
oll be of benefit?’ 

Answer: There are many kinds of liniments which 
temporarily relieve certain cases of rheumatism 
through the counter-irritating effect. Coal oil used 
in this way will have the same effect with some people 
who have sensitive skins, Of course, there is no eure 
in such a treatment, but if it even vemporarily relieves 
there is no harm in using the liniment treatment. 

Fruits and Nuts 

Question: M. M. 8. writes: “Please list in your 
column the fruits and nuts which are most fattening 
if eaten continually.” 

Answer: Avocados and olives are the fruits con- 
taining the largest amounts of fat, The fat in 
different nuts varies slightly, but all true nuts have a 
large amount of fat, I consider that almonds and 
pecan nuts are the best for their fat content, Peanuts 
and coconuts are not true nuts and contain large 
amounts of starch, 


Chioral Hydrate 

Qustion: H. A. M, asks: “What are the symptoms 
of poisoning by chloral hydrate? How much may 
constitute a dangerous dose to a full grown adult?” 

Answer: Chioral hydrate causes a muscular re- 
laxation followed by sleep and coma, respiration and 
pulse slow, white face covered with cold sweat, great 
fall in body temperature, Over 30 grains may be 
dangerous for some people.

The Case for Confidence 


MR. E. W. BEATTY 


In a speech delivered at Toronto on Monday before 
the combined Board of Trade and Empire clubs,.E. 
W. Beatty, chairman and president of the Canadian 
Pacific railway, presented an incisive analysis of the 
Canadian econonie situation and drew a convincing 
parallel between present conditions and those of a 
far more serious nature which this country had suf- 
fered in former periods of depression. He outlined 
what he believed were sound reasons for confident 
expectation that the present recession in the country's 
business was in measurable distance of improvement. 

Mr. Beatty stated that (here was a natural appre- 
hension abroad regarding future business conditions. 
“We are prone to think”, he said, “that because we 
are individually a little worse off, that the whole 
country is as badly off as we are, and we look at 
Canada through spectacles temporarily clouded by the 
fog of a local condition or a condition which affects 
most acutely some particular business, No one can 
quarrel with such a legitimate re-action to a personal 
situation as that, but still we would be very unwise 
were we assume that the worst and most subnormal 
of our situations represents the average just as in 
1928 we were inclined to think that the best and 
most abnormal was real and permanent. 

“We must, of course, under present conditions ex- 
ercise reasonable economy, not the slashing economy 
of panic with its attendant social and economic ills, 
but the carefully considered economy of wisdom, 

“When we become slightly discouraged and perhaps 
somewhat apprehensive, through not seeing clear and 
tangible evidence of a relurn to prosperity, we can 
take some comfort in the fact that, save as to wheat, 
our production of basic commodities was greater in 
1930 than in 1925; that ow country is just as strong 
and our people stronger, more resourceful and just as 
confident in the main as in recent and commercially 
more active years.” 

“The period between 1893-96 was one of the most 
trying periods in the economic history of Canada 
The McKinley tariff had dislocated the whole trade of 
Canada with the United States. In 1893 Australia 
had exeprienced a terrible banking crash followed by a 
severe stringency in the London money market, Many 
American railroads passed into the hands of receivers; 
large corporations closed their doors; banks were fail- 
ing daily; currency went to a premium and could 
hardly be obtained at all, By 1694 business was par- 
alyzed over the entire western half of the continent. 

“During all this period the people of the West 
never lost heart, and I think it well to remind you of 
this period of financial depression,” sald Mr. Beatly 
“because you may recognize certain parallels to the 
financia! conditions of the past year. The recent de- 
pression in Canada has however, been considerably less 
in proportion to that of the United States, indicating 
that this country has greater economic independence 
than was the case thirty-five years ago. We have a 
richer supply of natural resources to draw upon, a 
wider spread of manufactures, a greater variety of 
export markets served by an immensely enlarged mer- 
chant marine, and what I venture to think 4s still 
more vital, namely, a greater confidence in ourselves,” 


A BAN ON RUSSIAN IDEAS 

We must expect the Soviets to continue and even 
to accentuate their campaign of propaganda in Can- 
ada, through the agents which they have had in this 
country and in the United States for some years. The 
Cetestable importation of ideas and false Soviet doc- 
trines is much more dangerous than that of Russian 
products and it will be extremely difficult to put an 
end to it—Montreal Devoir.

TO SEE OURSELVES AS OTHERS 
SEE US. 
It is rather questionable whether 


it is a necessary wish or prayer: 
“Would the gods the giftie gie us, to 
see ourselves as others see us.” Yet 
in some measure we all do so, The 
cult of the mirror is ancient. By its 
ald, to some extent, we see ourselves 
as others see us; and few of us art 
content with either the optical re- 
flection or the mental one, when we 
consider critically the person we are 
and the one we parade as ourself. 

Tne early stage or this seeing our- 
selves is provided by the expression 
of the emotions. Tue infant smiles 
and scowls and pouts and cries and 
howls without instruction and re- 
sponds early to the facial signs of 
the same emotion in others. In see- 
ing others we see ourselves, and 
mirror rehearsals are unnecessary, 
until we play our parts on the ar- 
tificial stage where. coaching is in 
turn necessary 

So keen is this sense of reading 
expressions and then translating 
them into our own vocabulary that 
the art of imitation develops, Chil: 
dren tease and jeer by imitating one 
another's expressions. Gradually we 
establish control, as we feel our- 
Selves as others see us, and do not 
wish to betray our feelings 

Characteristic in this art is the 
action of the seeing eye, seeking or 
avoiding another's gaze. When you 
cannot (or do not want to) look an-

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other in the eye, you have something 
to conceal. To expose your face w 
another's gaze is at least a sign of 
frankness; and in expressing any 
favorable or tender emotion, you 
want to look the beloved other in 
the eye, and in that reflection catch

By much the same process, refined 
and elaborated, the rocial serif gets 
its education. Though we give an- 
other a piece of our mind by the 
medium of words, the language of 
expression accompanies it; and we 
have a hoart-to-heart tet hy ant of 
this same earlier intimate language. 
Even in writing we both express 
and repress. 

The education of the ego proceeds 
by a gradual insight into seeing our- 
selves as others seq us, Unless pe- 
cullarly obtuse, we have some in- 
dication of our own popularity or 
lack of it, and the impressions we 
are making. We do not need a god 
but only a well-developed social 
sense to confer this gift, which is 
not a gift, but an acquisition, 

To be natural, which is a good 
rule of mental fitness, is to be on 
sufficiently good terms with yourself 
to let another see what you are, even 
with a touch of the pose of what you 
think you are, 

Clothes also both reveal and con- 
ceal; we are entitled to clothe our 
personalities becomingly for all oc- 
casions. It would not be helpful al- 
Ways to see our personalities in 
negligee. 


On ‘This Date 


MARCH 19, 

Thomas Killigrew, dramatist and 
courtier, died March 19, 1683. Tom 
Killigrew, courtier and dramatist, 
flourished during the breezy days of 
the reign of Charles II, You will 
find his name dotted about the 
pages of Pepys’ diary. Pepys des- 
eribed him as a “merry droll, but a 
gentleman of great osteem with the 
King.” We find, however, the fol- 
lowing entry: “My wife and I went 
to Polichinello, but were there hor- 
ribly frightened to see young Killi- 
grew come in with @ great many 
more young sparks,” which would 
suggest that the worthy Pepys had 
also another opinion of the gentle- 
man, With Charles II he appears 
to have been a privileged favorite, 
commending himself to that merry 
monareh by his brilliant conversa- 
tion, and the looseness of his moral 
scruples. His connection with the 
s‘age, however, is much more inter- 
esting than his progress as a man 
about town. On the site that is now 
occupied by Drury Lane Theatre, 
Killigrew built a playhouse known 
as the Theatre Royal, to become 
Subsequently Drury Lane Theatre. 
He opened on the 8th of April, 1663,

Some, while still preaching the 
social principles of their gospel, 
were noticeably less ardent in their 
application of these principles to 


specific problems. 

Some have turned from a “social 
gospel” to a “personal gospel,” but 
not in the sense of the older ortho- 
doxy; they have become practition- 
ers in the use of modern psychology 
for personal moral and spiritual 
ends. 

Some have centred their interest 
upon the enrichment of ritual and 
the injection of greater beauty into 
the formal! services of the churches 
that have hitherto been austere and 
aesthetically poverty-stricken, 

Some have ministered to the re- 
vival of mysticism, 

And still others have jolned the 
ranks of the religious humanists. 

Men who before the war were 
giving themselves fully to the task 
of meeting the ethical challenge 
that modern industrialism flings to 
religion have, in many instances, 
turned to the task of trying to meet 
the metaphysical challenge that 
modern science flings to theology. 

But in the last year or two the 
pendulum has begun to swing back 
to a profound and productive con- 
sideration of the role that religion 
may play in the social reconstruc- 
tion of the world

THE ARCHITECT'S BILL 
Editor, Bulletin: 

Whilst I do not expect space 
to fully reply to the long manifesto 
of the President of the Architects’ 
Association in which he endavors to 
show cause why they should be al- 
lowed—by act of the legislature—to 
vastly increase their business at a 
corresponding cost to the so heavily 
burdened taxpayers of Alberta, there 
are some paragraphs which are rele- 
vant to the present proposal, among 
many which are not, and which call 
for comment, 

The President mentions the use- 
less features on some houses which 
I referred to, and which I hardly 
think private owners could have de- 
signed, but he ignores my reference 
to the far more important features 
of some of our public buildings, very 
costly and quite redundant, such as

the great towers and fancy stone- 
work on several of our schools—the 
cost of tower alone would build a 
decent-sized school —- and the ab- 
surd skittle-like disfigurements on 
the top of the new Normal School 
and the great stone vases or urns on 
the top of the Medical Building.

gained by employing a registered 
architect, there is a striking exampiec 
right in front of the $700,000 Med- 
ical Building, at the main entrance 
to which there are cracks between 
the stones, from 5 to 7 inches deep, 
in which there is no mortar, Sunk 
joints indeed! 

With regard to the “better plan- 
ning,” a private person building a 
house usually knows what plan he 
wants, and if he has no ideas of his 
own, and doesn't know a reliable 
builder that can show him what he 
wants, he is wise to employ a good 
architect, and generally does, but 
that is very different from being 
compelled to employ an architect for 
domestic building, even for altera- 
tions or additions, when the owner 
or his builder may be as competent as 
any architect in the province though 
not a member of the self-constituted 
architectural trade union or guild, 

“The Association was formed and 
laws were made to protect the public 
from persons who did not have the 
proper qualifications for designing 
buildings.” How very altruistic; and 
yet some brutally frank people would 
insinuate that it was formed by de- 
signing people to make the public 
pay them five per cent commissions, 
to vastly increase their businss and 
to stifle competition. 

All this long manifesto of the 
President is merely drawing a her- 
ring across the trail. The present 
proposals are the thin end of the 
wedge. The public should not forget 
that three preyious attempts have 
been made by this Association to 
make {t compulsory for architects to 
be employed for all houses. 

With regard to the possibility of 
some architects accepting secret 
commissions on specialties ond ma- 
terials recommended, Mr. Macdon- 
ald's impassioned dementi on behalf 
of all architects, everywhere, is very 
heroic but, if I may say so, is very 
absurd, as, obviously, he can only 
speak for himself, but any architect 
with cld world experience who has 
never heard of such a practice, and 
by men entitled to put A.R.LB.A, 
after their names, must have been 
living in a state of pristine innocence.

ARKS on the mounts, as you have 
discovered from the descriptions 
which these lessons have given of 
those most commonly found, may be 
classed as fortunate and unfortunate 
in offsetting or emphasizing the sig 
nificance of the mounts on which 
they appear, As has already been said, 
the streugth and clearness of such | 
marks determine the amount of in- 
fluence whieh they exert in the hap-

Theré is no nécessity for resigning | 
oneself to disfigurement by moles o1 
birthmarks in this scientific age. Such | 


blemishes can be removed without! 
leaving a scar in most cases Uf the 
work is skillfully done. These treat- 
}ments, however, should not be in- 
| trusted to inexperienced hands. They 
are outside the field of the béauty ex- 
pert and should be undertaken only 
{by a skin specialist or physician, 

| The rather prevalent idea that 
|birthmerks are the result of prenatal 
im; essions is discredited by scientific 
men. These blemishes are usually of 
ja reddish or purple color and vary 
\greatly in size, sometimes covering 
jhalf the face and neck They are 
jusually flat, but .ometimes elevated 
slightly above the level of the sur- 
rounding = skin Birthmarks fre- 
quently appear as a delicate network 
of dilated, superficial blood capiilar- 
jes, and in such instances are calied 
|“port wine marks,” although their 
Cause is congenital and lias nothing 
to do with dissipation. No one knows 
why these marks appear on certain 
individuals, 

Practically every one has somewhere 
}on face or body one or more birth- 
marks, which may be tiny or quite 
extensive, 

Birthmarks are composed of a su- | 
perabundance of one or more of the 
|} structural elements of the skin and 
| Arise through a developmental error, 
‘the me¢hanism of which is complex 
jand is not clearly known As the 
|skin is an organ of great complexity 
and the largest organ in the body, it 
is not surprising that occasionally de- 
fects in structure or pigmentation 
should occur 

The mole is the commonest form ot 
|bifthmark. It has a distinctive type 
of cell structure and also contains an 
faccumulation of pigment Wien a 
|woman has her moies removed it is 
{usually for cosmetic redsons, but there 
}1s a more serious side to the question 
We have all heard of cancers devel- 
oping fromm moles, especially from very 
dark ones. When these blemishes are 
so situaied that they are subjected to 
constant irritation from the rubbing 
of clothing or adjacent skin surfaces, 
they should be removed. They should 
hever be treated with acids nor givea 
& series of treatments, since to do 60 
causes more irritation. When there is 
danger or suspicion of cancer, the 
moles should be removed without de- 
lay. 

There is not much danger of can- 
cer developing {rom the nonpigmented 
types of birthmarks, but if they are 
subject to any sort of iritation, medi- 
cal advice should be sought. It is un- 
wise and unnecessary to take any 
}chances when dealing with such ab-« 
normalities,

LIBERALS AID 
GOV'T TO BEAT 
DUGGAN PLAN 


Premier’s Speech Largely 
Responsible for Over- 


wheln.ing Vote 

Accompanied by the unique spec- 
tacle—for this session of L.berals join- 
ing with the Uni.ed Farmers of Alber- 
ta on a division, the legislature on 
Wednesday, by a vote of 50 to six, 
rejected the resolution moved by D, M 
Duggan, Conservative leader calling 
for the appointment of a commission 
to consider the question of redistribu- 
tion of political constituencies and 
adoption of a uniform method of vot- 
ing. 

In the division, the Conservative 
group of six stood alone while arrayed 
against them in line with U.F.A, and 
Libera.s, were the Labor and Inde- 
pendent groups. 

Mr. Duggan went down fighting 
hard protesuing until the end that he 
would “ventilate the matter in the 
house until at least a uniform system 
of voting is brought about as two sys- 
tems of voting are prejudicial to the 
best interests of the province.” 
TOUCH OF HUMOR 

A touch of humor was added to the 
wind-up of the debate when the Lib- 
erals lined up with the government. 
As Cle : of the Assembly Robert A. 
Andison ticked off the members as 
they voted and came to the name 
“Howson” as being “against” the mo- 


,j tion, there was a vigorous thumping 


of desks from the government side of 
the house, 

Mr. Howson, the severect and most 
vigorous critic of the government in 
this session was aiding in the defeat 
of the Conservative venture, 

Largely responsible for the Duggan 
defeat was the address of Premier J. 
E, Brownlee, which climaxed the de- 
bate, 

The Premier devoted some consider- 
able part of his argument to the 
materia] introduced by the Conserva- 
tive leader charging that the govern- 
ment had failed to appreciate indust- 
rial development in the province, thus 
giving one cause of the unrest at pres- 
ent abroad in the province and to the 
statements that communism and dils- 
content were growing. 

Regarding the charges of discrimin- 
ation against industry, the Premier 
sald, “There js not in actual fact one 
substantial degree of evidence or rea- 
son in support of this contention, Not 
one government in the Dominion has 
been more vitally concerned with ii- 
dustrial development than this one and 
none has done more to interest in- 
dustry in the resources of the province, 
I invite comparison of this govern- 
ment’s record with those of others and 
I am sure that nothing other govern- 
ments have attempted has not been 
attempted by this.” 

Continuing, he expressed his pleas- 
ure that Mr, Duggan had given the 
government a possible iife of three 
years even though “dras’ economic 
conditions might then bring on an 
election, 

STAND OR FALL 

The government was prepared to 
stand or fall by its action, He invited 
criticism and welecmed i.. There was 
no doubt about the difficulty of the 
situat.on with which the province was 
now faced, No doubt there was discon- 
tent and communism, But, rather than 
encourage those who preached these 
doctrines by giving expression to them 
on the floor of the house, it would be 
better to guard against making any 
such statements unless there was 
more tangible evidence of their exist- 
ence and influence than having one’s 
“ear to the ground.”

MARRIED MEN 
SEEK RELIEF 


Big Drop in Numbers of 
Single Men Recorded in 


Department 


An increase in the registration of 
married men counterbalanced by a big} 
drop in the number of single men re- 
ceiving direct relief features the weekly 
report of Thomas Magee, city relief of- 
ficer, which was received by Commis- 
sioner David Mitchell Thursday, The 
city’s direct relief bill to date totals 
$107,971. 

A total of 2,330 married men are 
now registered as unemployed while 
1,568 of these are receiving direct re- 
jef, an increase of 81 over iast week. 
It is now costing the city $7,015 a week 
to provide rent, fuel, food and clothing 
for these men and their families, 

A total of 911 single men are re- 
ceiving direct relief, compared to 1,053 
last week, Relief for unemployed girls 
and women has cost $1,934 to date.

Provision for the inclusion in a 
provincial corporation of all co-oper- 
ative credit societies in Alberta who 
do not pass a resolution against such

ed into the legislature by Hon, R. G. 
Reid, provincial treasurer 

This -projected corporation will have 
transferred to it the capital of all in- 
cluded societies now in the possession 
of the provincial treasurer, 

This transferred amount, together 
with a contribution of an equal 
amount by the government, but not 
to exceed $200,000, will make up the 
capital of the corporation. 

In addition, the reserve now held by 
the provincial treasurer as a result of 
activities of the Alberta Co-Operative 
Credit Act also will be transferred to 
the corporation capital Capital of 
the corporation will be invested, and 
after paying operating expenses of the 
corporation, the income therefrom 
will be transferred to a fund which 
will be augmented by the difference 
on account of interest payable to the 
corporation with regard to every loan 
made under provisions of the Act 

The reserve fund will be primarily 
used for reimbursing the provincial 
treasurer for any moneys he pays out 
under guarantees of any member so- 
ciety. When the reserve is exhausted 
the capital will be made available fox 
this purpose.
